‘bis iMterary production was consid: 
ered by the people of that age to be 
very ingenious and highly imaginative. 
‘here was no pretense on the part of 
the author that the idea on which It 
was built was or ever would be possi- 
ble, oor was it taken seriously by the; 
public, 

‘be coming of the twentieth century 
marked the beginning of a new scien- 
ttic era.” For a hundred years men 
had beev discovering that they could 
talk to eich other from different purts 
of the globe; thut disease was nothing 
More or Jess. than the work of inf- 
nitely smalt germs and bundreds ot 
otber—to them—murvelous processes of 
nature. ‘I'bése discoveries were tostly 
uccidental Kut about the year 1900 
rich men begnn to found institutions 
with a view.to making regular prog: 
ress. ‘ 

One of the most. Important subjects 
ntudied by these institutions bas beeo 
tbe buman body und that mysterivus 
Nfe process which }s born with It and 
grows as it grows. In the year 1912 
scientists begun to experiment, atpong 
otber things, on the animal heart and 
found tbat portions of It removed from 


the body and cultivated in byptonie 
plasma would pnisate for several 
months, This changed. the conditions 


under which the animal might be pro- 
nounced dead. It was also about this 
time tbat’ scientists laid down two 
catises of bodily. death or corruption— 
the action of microbes and self diges- 
tion. From this scientific fact ontural- 
ly followed the asiom—esclude the 
olicrobes, exhaust the water and there 
can be no death, ( ° 

A bundred senrs have intervened be- 
tween » knowledge of this fact and its 
being put in’préttice. ‘That whiph 150 
years ago was the basis of an‘ imagi- 
ontive extravaganza bas today become 
the subject of an. actnal occurrence, 

It appears that about the middle of 
the twentieth century there lived tu 
Chicngo, then a stnall clty of not more 
than four or five millions of people, a 
meat preserver named Swartz, whose 
son Adrinn chose, ratber than follow 
in the footsteps of his fatber, to de- 
vote himself to scientific research, Be- 
ing heir to a couple of billion dollars, 
ot 2,000 wealth units—the people of 
that day had not been driven by vast 
accumulations to our present srstemn 
of typitring-tortiunes—he was not pre- 
vented from: following unremuonerative 
tastes by porerty. ‘ 

This Adrian Swartz loved a beanti- 
ful: girly wbose sonthe? appears: 'oni-the’|! 
records as. Muriel Anderson. Profes- 
sor Swartz worked on his own lines, 
In his own Jaboratory, keeping his‘tn- 
vestizations a profound secret. What 
he was doing has only come to light 
fifty years after he was engaged ip 
bis work, Ue was absorbed In two 
things—his investigations with a view 
to perpetuating the Nfe principle and 
Miss Muriel Anderson. ’ 5 

It was then known that different 
parts of the body may be taken from 
Q person who has recently been pro- 
nonnced dend by the old standard and 
preserved in cold storage vanits for 
an jndefinite period. The yonng pro- 
fessor was able to start on his investi- 
gations witb a knowledge of this and 
Other facts. Knowing that corruption 
may be kept out.by excluding mi- 
crobes and water, he devoted himself 
to the discovery of a process by which, 
after having kept them out, the water 
might be reintroduced at a Inter date 
without admitting the microbes, 

‘'nat the breathing process may be 
suspended without producing corrup- 
tion was also known to Professor 
Swartz, and this was a very important 
point. ‘be main problem before him’ 
was not how to keep out corruption, 
but to restore animation. ’

We are enabled in this. issue, owing 
to the enterprise of one of our repor- 
torial staff, who used ear megaphones, 
X ray telescopes for looking through 
stone walls and other modern devices, 
to give our readers the most remarka. 
ble achievement in science ever pro 
duced by mortal man. 

In the year. 1955, when the thermom: 
eter stood 30 degrees below zero Fah- 
renheit, there died In Chicago Muriel 
Anderson, ‘I'he night of her burial 
her lover went alone to her grave, ex: 
humed ber body and removed It to bis 
Jaboratory, bis object being to attempt 
to reanimate it. He had not then per 
fected any process by which this could 
be accomplished and for the time be- 
ing devoted himself to preserving tha 
body. His method was twofold, sur: 
rounding “it by chemically produced 
cold—250 degrees Fahrenheit—and ber 
metic sealing. This. accomplished, the 


body was left ip a vault under the]. 


laboratory, and the professor proceed: 
ed witb bis experiments for resuscl: 
tation on the lower animals, 

Time passed without any resnits suf: 
ficiently certain to warrant the pro- 
fessor in risking tbe life ot his loved 
one in cold storage. 

Professor Swartz died without giv- 
ing up bis secret, but be made provl- 
sion for a continuance of bis work 
contingent upon certain happenings. 
Recently the ground op which bis lab. 
oratory stood, was sold for the purpose 
of erecting a 200 story skyscraper upon 
it. 1p digging for the foundations the 
woskmen came upon a subcellar or 
vault fifty feet below the surface tn 
which was a large glass mausoleum. 
Attacbed to It was a notice to look In 
the wall bebind a metal! plate. There 
was discovered a paper stating that 
the mansoleum contained the body of 
Muriel) Anderson, supposed to have 
dled in 1955. Then followed a state- 
ment giving the process for life preser- 
vation and the resnits of Professor 
Swartz's-ipvestizations witb a view to

The Hind was ‘reported to the owner 
of the property, und he summoned a 
member of the corps of investigators 
of the Institution For Scientific Re- 
search. ‘fhe mansoleum was removed 
fo the institution and the paper read
